In an excellent lecture l>efore the King- 
ston Board of Trade by Prof. O. U. 
Slcelton, of Queen's. 

The lecture was enhanced by a se- 
ries of views of cities In Etirope, United 
States and Canada, showing the de- 
velopment of the best ideas in plan- 
ning for the future and In rebuilding 
beauty spots out of what was before 
unsightly and unsanitary surround- 
ings. The lecture was listened lo at- 
tentively by the large number present, 
and till left the rooms with a letter 
Idea of what the Ideal city should l>« 
and of the work necessary to develop 
it. 

PROPER METHODS. 

Prof. Skollon dwelt on the import- 
ance ot ii proper method of planning 
and housing from a sanitary view as 
well os from the point of view of 
beauty. Both should bo aimed at and 
both wer<' accomplished by many cities 
which h#ve successfully undertaken 
the work. 

PROVISION FOR FUTURE, 

A tremendous growth has token 
place of late among tho cities of the 
world and the change of population; 
from country to city make* Impcra 
live some provision for the needs of 
the future us well as for the present 
demands. The harmony of develop 
men has not been In keeping with 
the possibilities during recent years 
though many have awakened to Hit 
importance of looking into tho futuro 
and providing for its needs. Many 
cities have suffered in the past by 
not being ready to take the proper 
advantage of the possibilities which 
confronted them. Of late, however, 
the question has been considered more 
boardly and much has been done in 
the way of Improvement. 

A careful attention lo the common 
needs and Interests and an adequate 
provision for the future are the chief 
features of any city planning scheme.

Balloonists and aviators frequently 
describe the appearance of country or 
town "spread out like a map" beneath 
them. Occasionally we see a photo- 
graph tuken from a lofty point In air, 
and methods of employing such photo- 
graphs In the construction of usable 
maps, drawn t ■ > scale, ure already In 
practical use. Even with some sacri- 
ilce of accuracy, it is obvious that tho 
substitution of a prist button for the 
tedious surveying operations of weeks 
or mouths has its advantages, especial- 
ly in war-time, where the surveyors 
could not operate, if they would, in 
tho enemy's country. The furthest ad- 
vance In the way of n practical cam- 
era for photographic surveys seems to 
be the SO-Callcd aerocamera cif Clipt, 
Theodore Schelmpllug, of the Austrian 
Navy, who died August 22, 1911, His 
device, which thus appears to have 
suffered some delay on the road to 
fume ,ls described In a leading article 
in Prometheus (Lelpsic, December 6), 
with some of its ' latest' developments, 
Says the. writer: 

"Around a central camera, whose ob. 
Jrellve must generally point straight 
downward, are grouped in n circle sub- 
sidiary cameras, which form images of 
the neighborhood of the spot Just un- 
der tho balloon, not In the Held of the 
ventral object-glass, All tin- cameras 
are tlxrd together anil can lie operated 
simultaneously. The. resulting pano- 
ramic picture, when the apparatus Is 
properly placed, bus the form of a re- 
gular polygon 

"As tho side-cameras, intended to 
enlarge the Held, must stand at an an- 
gle, the Images that they form arc not 
strictly horizontal. It Is. therefore, ne- 
cessary to bring them Into the same 
plane as the Imago In the central cam- 
era. To this end, Schelmpfltlff, con- 
structed what he called n 'transforma- 
tor.' . . . The, pictures were thus 
brought into one plane and united, 
forming an Ideal hlrd's-eye view, con- 
sisting of it. single photograph «f a very 
wide Held In a nearly 'horizontal plane. 

Since the time \t( •Scbolmpllug's in- 
vention, the wrltcr-goca on Id say. not 
only have apparatus « for aorophoto- 
ginpliy become very common, but n 
new aerial has come Into use— the aero- 
plane, which has made a survey of 
this kind both cheaper ond easier than 
when it was necessary to employ a 
balloon, owing t<> this fact, survey- 
ing bv aerial photography has assumed

A novel treatment for tuberculosis 
is being studied by Professor Raphael 
Dubolfi of Lyons. He has made a 
speciul study of the nature and foruv 
a tlon of pearls, and it wits on his sug 
gestion that the use ol N-rays to dis- 
cover which oysters contained pearls 
was adopted. The pearl Is, according 

to theory, a limestone secretion made 
by the oyster to protect Itself from 
an invading parasite. This parasite 
is frequently of a verminous nature, 
so that the .pearl is but the brilliant 
coffin of it worm, but In many other 
cases the parasite Is a dangerous mi- 
cro/bo, w'nieh Professor Dubois has 
ouccocded ' in cultivating in an ap- 
propriate medium. 

Hut an oyster l« not the only being 
which reads In this manner against 
a menacing parasite. A consumptive 
cures himself of his ill when the mi- 
crobes which are destroying his lungs 
have boon Isolated, For this reason it 
has been argued that It Is only neces- 
sary lo enrich a tuberculous body in 
chalk to allow tho secretions to take 
the place of the sores due to the bac- 
cl I It. 

It has been found, however, that cer- 
tain consumptives might add chalk 
to their organism without the slight- 
est lieneflt, and could even adopt the 
old-time remedy pf powdered bones, 
which Professor llobln has brought 
back Into fashion, without Jmprove- 
Ing their condition. 

Ho analyzed nhc concretions formed 
around (he tuberculous parts of the 
limits of two oxen and around the liver 
of a pig Which were recovering from 
tuberculosis antl was astonished to 
find « mlcroccus Identical with that 
which ho had found in the centra of 
the pearls of certain oysters.

American and Canadian aswmllls 
turns out 20,000 loaves of sawdust 
which they have been perplexed how 
to rid themselves of as a worthless 
Incumbrance Is worth at least mo per 
ton. In Haltitnore a chemist has per- 
fected a process of extracting gas 
from sawdust adequate enough to sup- 
ply a city like Ottawa with light and 
heat til a small cost. This Is thought 
t oportend that around the great saw- 
mills, which have been emptying their 
dust Into the Ottawa Itlver, a variety 
of new Industries subsisting on It ore 
likely to grow up. 

In Germany there is a bakery that 
turns out 20,000 loaves of sawtidst 
broad dally, and finds an open market 
for this product. Although this saw- 
duet bread Is intended for consumption 
by horses only. It is claimed by the 
manufacturers that, In case of famine, 
sawdust bread would furnish a nutri- 
tious and very highly satisfactory 
food for human beings. The sawdust 
is first subjected to a process of fer- 
mentation and varions chemical man- 
ipulations, and Is mixed with one- 
ihlrd of rye flour. It Is then shaped 
Into loaves and baked In an oven like 
other bread. 

For many years the French have ex- 
tracted coloring (lyes from sawdust, 
Tho sawdust, it appears, is ncied upon 
by MUlphur and caustic soda lu a fur- 
nace. Sulpliurelleii hydrogen Is liber- 
ated in largo quantities, and the vege- 
table substance, whatever it may be, is 
rendered soluble In water, to which It 
Imparts a strong color, varying with 
tho substance employed.
